THE WRECK-OF THE GOSS4MER, 
The following account’ of the wreck’ of 
this ill-fated vessel ig taken. from: the 
colunins of:the Western News :— 
* The Gossamer, 8 China tea clipper’ ship, 
of 735 tons register, was built in 1864, by: 
Mr Stevens, ‘of Glasgow. She was a com- 
posite. ship, wood ‘with iron. frame, and 
cleaged. A: 1.16 years.at Lloyd’s.. Sho left 
the Downs for. Adelaide, Australia, on Wed- 
nesday, in charge-of ‘Grant, a London 
pilot, her master being sir: Thompson, and 
her surgeon Mr.Dale. She had but one 
passenger on board. Mr Dale was. to. call 
at. Plymouth ‘to “émbark- other passengers 
wnder the agency of Messrs,’ Wilcock’ 
and . Weekes; and among thein wera the 
Rev. Mr Jeffries, family, and: servants,. 
and Miss King, On Thursday, during 
a strong..SW breeze and @ heavy aba, 
the. Gossamer was Working her - way 
down Channel: in “the -pilot’s charge, 
The-captain, who. hed-been: but thres woeks’ 
warried, was with his wife below, unguspi- 
cious of danger. ‘The mate was with the 
pilot on deok, and about noon called Grant's 
attontion. to the fact that they were, in his’ 
judgment, standing tuo close ia ‘shore to 
the Start, but the pilot declared they were 
all: right, and continued. on the starboard 
tack.. ‘Shortly afterwards the ship-got-vory 
close under the land, ‘and the pilot gave 
the order to tack, The flodd tide, however, 
was sweeping round the point, and: its 
strength the pilot had miscalculated. On 
attempting to tack the. ship missed“ stays ; 
there was not time to make ‘a further taok, 
and in & minute ‘or two the captain, attract- 
ed by the shouta, rushed on deck exclaiming, 
‘For heaven's siké where are we?” his 
ship being driven by a SSW. wind and tide 
broadside on to the breakers, Two anchors 
were instantly -let. go, but‘the bottom was 
rock and looze shingle, and they would not 
hold, and in leas:time than it has taken to 
pen the fact the Gossamer was beating on 
Jagged. rocks 60 yards -from “shore, green 
seas breaking over her and Sweeping the 
decks, ‘These occurrences had been watoh- 
ed. by the. Coast-guard; who saw the im- 
minent danger of the ship long. before the

‘Tho captain atid his’ youtig wife were on 
deck in an agony of distress ; throwing off. 
most of his clothes he was about to-make 
the attempt to swim with her to shore, 
when one of the crew, a poivorful black 
mau, and 4 noted swimmer, begged to be 
allowed to take the lady—she was the only 
lady on board—on ‘his back, The captain, 
however, thinking probably that the addi- 
tional .warnith ‘of his-affection would com- 
‘pensate for the want: of powor in his arm, 
declined, and the gallant negro, believing 
that the vessél would probably be shivered 
to fragments, plunged into the sea, and 
swam ashore with ease. A moment after a 
tramendons sea tore the. wife from. her 
busband’s grasp, and washed hor over : the 
captain instantly jumped after her, but the 
back tow,of the wave swapt bim and his 
wile seawards, ‘and they were both’.drown- 
ed within a few yards of each other. Two 
hours afterwards their bodies came ashore, 
aud weré taken‘to Chivelatone Farm, half 
amile inland. Meanwhile the. rocket ap- 
paratus Was got to work by the ( ‘oust-guard, 
and ‘av ‘effectually that all. those remaining 
on board were saved before the vessel broke 
up.

On tho-morning of Deo. -11, soon after & 
a clerk in the 
Provincial Bank, London, who -had beon 
residiug for a fortnight previously at Mr., 
Kerslake's, a bootmaker, carrying on busi- 


‘hess at 45, High-atreet, Borough, destroyed, 
his life while in a state of delirium,

on by oxcessive driiking, His. wife, who 
waa only 26 yoara of aye, was accidentally’ 
killed. while trying to savo the ‘life of her. 
husband. The facts of ‘the sad affair may 
he briefly told— Mr. Dyton was 32 years‘ of. 
age... Four years ago-he married, His wife 
was d member of a respectable family, and 
for some time uftor-the marriage they lived 
happily together. Unfortunately, Mr, Dy= 
ton gave Way to drivk, He had several ats , 
tacks of delirium, and at last bis constitution 
became so shaken that he was attacked with * 
brain fever, After-he had recovoredfrom 
tho illness it.was noticed by his friends, that 
he wag very atrange in his manners, ; He 
used frequently to tromble, and his oyea 
used to roll,. It waa decided by his family |

Where he was not known, A fortnight ago 
he, his wife,

were let the.two rooms on the third floor, * 
Mr. Dyton gave a reference to the manager 
of the Provincial Bank, and nothing peculiar 
was at that time noticed in bis manner; 

Last Saturday morniug a man, called: at 
the private door of the shop on business, 
and Mr, Dyton'came dovwa staits to see him. 
As. Dyton rau down stairs after him, and 
daid to the ian, “Take no notice of what 
ho does ; his brain is ‘affected, for he bas 


baon drinking lotoly.” “Mr: Dyton, after. - 


looking wildly, returned upstairs, He went 
to bed, and his wife sat by his bedside 
watching him. At present very little is 
knownr'as to the exact nature of tha occur- 
rénce of yesterday, but from what has béen 
ascertained, ‘the following appear to be 
the factsx— —-. : 

. Mra, Dyton sat up, attending on her hug- 
band, the whole of Thursday night. He was 
in bed, and-his wife, who had removed Her 
dress, sat ona chair and rested ber head on 
the bed.” . Tho child was lying in'a odt in a’ 
corner‘of the room, © The husband was quiet 
until four o'clock: "At that time he jutiped 
out of bed and ran to the window, which 
overlooks the High-street, and threw it up. 
As he was in the act of throwing hime! 
out his wife, who hat ruti acrois the room 
after him, threw her arms round his waist. 
She succeeded in pulling him back, anda 
dreadful struggle ensued between: them. 
The chairs were overtumed and the other 
furniture was knocked: about. “Mr, Dyton ° 
was A man of great-atrength, and, although 
his ‘wife was a find woman and made des.
